This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

(a) Wherein the surface of the protrusions that are brought in proximity to or in 
contact with the substrate are relatively non-deformable (claims 1-10); 

(b) Wherein the support material is not rigid or where substantially all portions 
of the mask have similar flexibilities (claim 11); 

(c) Bringing the at least one protrusion of the mask into a proximity but not 
completely contacting position with the substrate (claim 12); 

(d) Wherein the protrusions comprises at least two different materials where 
the material that is brought in proximity to or in contact with the substrate is less 
conformable than another material from which the at least one protrusion is comprised 
(claim 13); 

(e) Wherein the mask comprises at least two different materials where the 
material that is brought in proximity to or in contact with the substrate is less 
conformable than another material from which the mask is comprised (claims 14-21); 
and 

(f) Supplying a mask that is either adhered to the substrate, made to contact 
the substrate, or that is placed in proximity to the substrate (claim 22). 

The species are independent or distinct because when the mask is adhered to 
the substrate, it cannot be in proximity to the substrate; protrusions comprising at least 
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two different materials are not the same as a mask comprising at least two different 
materials; and non-deformable protrusions are not the same as conformable 
protrusions. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
